MEMORANDUM FOR CHAIRMAN, USIB 

SUBJECT: Requirements for Prefect Satellite Image-Forming 
Sensors 


Reference is made to USIB-D-41. 14/229, as approved at 
the 24 March and 14 April USIB meetings. 

X have deferred the MRO's response to this document for 
several weeks, in anticipation of early rec eipt f rom the 
COMOR of specific target decks for the KH-4 1 1 surveillance 

objectives. These decks have not yet bees received. X 
understand that some adjustments are being made in the 
priorities and frequencies set forth in Tab A of the basic 
paper which will delay still further COMOR's assembly of the 
detailed target requirements . 


Because of the relatively long lead t tees associated 
with the manufacture and preparation of payloads, spacecraft, 
and boosters, the HR0 had to make reasonably firm and final 


program and budgetary decisions for FT 1966 approximately 
six months sgo. Fortunately, it was possible to base those 
decisions to a large degree on NRO analyses of the draft 
predecessors to 41.14/229.
